Here J thought good to giue notice that in the Ir- 

chitipe of mp Amanacke made foz 1618. J did in 
the P2»gnofticke part thereof pꝛeſage the apparence 
of the Comet that appeared the peare now laſt paſt in 
Nouember and December, albeit the Pzinter neglected 
to pꝛint it. Ind now againe out of like reaſons of tie 
motions and poſitions of the ſtarres am I reduced pꝛo⸗ 
bably to coniecture, that in Anno Dom. 1622. if nat a 
Comet, pet diuers ſtrange cozuſcations and fulgurati⸗ 
ons wull appeare in the ayze eſpectaily nœre about the 
beginning of Jutumne. 

Foz as I haue partly ſh : wed in a little Tract of the 
Nature, matter, beard tion, duration, and ſigniſica⸗ 
tion of Comets by way of Theſes, that they art moulded 
aut # nade of the matter o the Galaxiall Circle, thence 
txhaled by the punctuall vnion and concidence of the o- 
ther Planets rayes ta, and with the Hunnes thervpon,
